Tour interesting letter of September 12, 1963 put me 
to the books again. The library copy of The History of Penn- 
sylvania by Charles C, Jones, Jr., does not list a Sola bill 
in the illustrations and so, perhaps, there are different 
editions in 1863. The place that the Sola bill probably 
came from is the British Public Records Office, or wherever 
the reoords of the Georgia Colonization Society have been 
deposited. The British Public Records office has a fantastic 
quantity of detail. 

Before you start working on South Carolina and North 
Carolina paper money I must urge, again, that you continue 
your work on your Georgia material as you really have a re- 
markable basis which should be further researched. I am en- 
closing a few Xerox copies of early bills for your file. 

X will have to defer comment on the numbering of the 
sheets and the need for the study of the border designs for 
my next letter but I do not agree with your theory of number- 
ing. A great deal of work has been done on this subject by

Thank you for your nice letter which I received Sunday. I 
regret to say that I do not have a complete listing of the 
currency I sent you.
